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UNITED  STATES  FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

These  Notes,  the  face  value  of  which  is  less  than  1 Dollar,  were  made  by  the 
United  States  Government  during  and  shortly  after  the  Civil  War  to  alleviate 
the  shortage  of  coins  which  were  hoarded.  They  are  still  redeemable  at  full  face 
value  by  the  Government,  and  are  quite  scarce  today.
